Up to that time the 
reports regarding it had nob boon favour- 
ablo, and the members of tho Diot wore 
not woll disposed to it because of tho vet 
large oxpenditure which had beep involved 
in excess of tho original estimates; and 
‘the frank opinion of competont foroign 
experts was that the money had not Leon 


upont to the best advantage. It was 
thovght that the works had been planned 
on ton ambitious scale, and it would have 
boon better if they had been arrun ed to 
. develop as the manngors and workmen 
gaitied oxpericnce. ‘Almost ovory large 
establiahmont of tho kind in Europe and 
‘Atucrica hns grown from small beginnings, 
+ and it was too much to expect that the 
Japanese srould, at onco, be ablo to manage 
successfully a very largo works, completo 
in overy dapartment and with all the kntost. 
improvements. From the Japanese journal, 
the Ohuo Shimbun, wo learn that during 
tho war with Russin the Wakamatsu stee 
works havo been very successful, and thot 
tho impetus whith the war deinands gave 
to tho establixhinent seems to have carried 
it over all ily initial dificultios. On the 
outbrouk of the war the Government had 
tanako the fullest possibly usu of all the 
opportunities within reach, and thus a sum 
of 3,684,000 yon was given to the fouudry 
out of the extraordinary funds raised for 
Wi PUTPOHes ; and, uccording to the 
journal named, the works aro new iua 
comparatively atficient condition, Last. 
yenr the output was from 80,000 to 65,090
